The reply filed on 9/23/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): all 
claims are directed to nonelected species of invention. See 37 CFR 1.111. 

Applicant has amended the claims to recite optical disc assemblies comprising "at least one nonoperational structure" and argues in 
the response filed with the amendment that these structures are something other than an analyte-specific signal element, wherein an 
analytes specific element is a nonelected species. Applicant's allegations lack factual support as the originally filed specification does 
not provides written support for any embodiment of a nonoperational structure which is NOT an analyte-specific signal element. 
Applicant points to page 20 of the specification, which exemplifies ONLY an analyte-specific signal element, and at lines 12-15, 
actually defines a nonoperational structure to be one "used to signal the presence of a specific analyte". As the amended claims are 
directed to nonelected species of invention, and no pending claims recite an elected species, the amendment is nonresponsive. 
Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
